Standing Faithful. This is the motto selected 
for the campus development project which will 
bring many changes to the campus. The plan 
begins with the goal of raising $6.4 million in 
finances. It calls for changes to structures that 
already exist on campus. Some of the buildings 
were built 50 years ago and are in need of 
upgrading, replacement or improvement. The 
other components of the plan include debt re- 
duction, capital improvements, and three years 
worth of operational expenses. 

The first priority of the development project 
is the remodeling of Jolliffe Hall. Under the new 
design, a three-story atrium will be added to the 
south side of the building to create a new “front 
door’. The ground level will house the library 
administrative office, new materials area, refer-

ence, services, and circulation desk. The sec- 
ond floor will hold the general collections, quiet 
reading rooms, and reference services. The 
third floor will be the distance learning center 
with variously sized seminar rooms and a con- 
ference area. 

The entire campus development plan will 
be completed on a “pay as we go” basis over the 
next 10-12 years. The future goals include the 
construction of a new student life center, addi- 
tional student housing, the expansion of the 
campus through the purchase of adjoining prop- 
erties, renovation or replacement of Johnson 
Hall to provide additional office space, and the 
construction of a chapel/music center. These 
plans are dependent upon the approval of the 
city and the Board of Trustees. -S. Abbott 


reinforces the importance of enhancing library resources and improv- 
ing technology to our college community. The financial commitments 
of the Board of Trustees as well as the faculty and staff have set the 
pace for other individuals and organizations to also become partners 
in the Standing Faithful campaign and its three-year goal. A muli- 
media presentation, bulletin inserts, brochures and newsletters will 
be used to support the efforts of more than 100 volunteers who are 
involved in sharing the MCC vision with alumni, churches, founda- 
tions, and corporations. Current students, the main benefactors of 
these improvements, will also be encouraged to help the college tell its 
story.”

While fulfilling school requirements 


What are YOU doing with your free time this 
year? Community service? Para-church events? 
Maybe helping at the Red Cross? 

The Christian Service program is a way for 
students to get more involved with their school 
and the community of Manhattan. Christian Ser- 
vice is designed to help students grow in three 
areas: personal spiritual growth, student unity, 
and ministry. 

There are many different projects students can 
be involved in, which are further divided into 
three categories: The first includes local churches 
and MCC organizations. The second category 
consists of K-State religious organizations, and the 
third category is community organizations. Some 
examples of these are Nursing Home Ministry, 
Prison Ministry, Get Hot For God, First Class Mail 
Team, Wellspring, Big Brothers & Big Sisters, and 
the American Red Cross. 

A full-time, 4-year degree-seeking student is 
required to complete 7 projects. A full-time, 2-year

degree-seeking student is required to have 3 
projects. A full-time, non-degree-seeking student 
must complete 1 project each semester. The Chris- 
tian Service program has been in place for decades, 
and has undergone many changes, especially in 
the last four years. Students are required to fill out 
three progress forms on their project over the 
course of the semester. 

Rusty Thornley, Christian Service Coordinator 
explains, “When students first come to school, 
they might be a little uneasy about this require- 
ment. But after they get into the swing of things, 
the vast majority of them enjoy this part of their 
ministry.” 

Sophomore Emily Melton agrees with him. 
“This semester I’m teaching Sunday School on 
Sunday nights at University Christian Church. I 
love it, and the kids that I’m teaching are the same 
age as the ones I want to teach when I get out of 
school. This is really helpful.” - J. Abbott

| The LEAD Degree Completion Pro- 

_ gram was established in 1994 to serve 
adult students seeking to continue their 
education and complete a bachelors de- 
gree. 

In the 1997-1998 school year, there 
were ten active classes in four different 
locations: Manhattan, Wichita, Topeka, 
and Salina. In those ten active classes, 
there were a total of 118 adult students 
enrolled. Students sought to complete 
their Bachelor of Science degree in Man- 
agement and Ethics. 

The LEAD program consisted of 16 
courses. Each course averaged five class

sessions which met from 6:00 to 10:00 
one night a week. The program con- 
tinues for about 20 months witha few 
short breaks throughout. 

Each group of students pro- 
gressed through the program together, 
taking one course at a time. Courses 
were organized into three semesters 
for a total of 47 semester credit hours.
